(MIKE WILLEMSEN — FRANCE ) Although France and Italy drew this game, there was 
never a Franco- Italian alliance, and neither ever supported the other's moves. As 
France, I was unable to find a reliable ally, but numerous missed moves, changes in 
command, and changes in policy by England, Germany, and Russia left them unable to 
resist effectively the steady French advance north and east. Italy advanced with equal 
speed through the Balkans, and the draw became inevitable? since Italy could take the. 
Russian inland centers but not those bordering the northern sea,s, the result would 
be an equal 17-17 division of centers. 

(KONRAD BAUMEISTER — GM) An interesting game from start to finish, unfortunately 
marred by a lot of player changes. The Italian- French alliance held throughout the 
whole game, and did as well as it did not because of its inherent strength so much 
as because of the inability of its enemies to stay together long enough to fight it 
off. The first Russian player played a good game, as did the Austrian, who was 
unluckily ganged up upon by all surrounding him, and was the first elimination. The 
Turk was boxed in early and never had much of a chance to play the game 5 late orders 
did him in in the end. All in all, after 1905 there was never much doubt about the 
outcome of the. game, all organized, resistance ended, though Germany and Turkey individ- 
ually fought on. The question of whether or not it would be possible for either France 
or Italy could win dragged the game on, but eventually it became clear that neither 
would be able to get more than 17 without the consent of his partner, and the draw was 
vo'.ed :n.
